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Town launches revamped 
website and new info hotline

Didsbury Review 

The Town of Didsbury 
now has a redesigned 
online presence and a 
new community informa¬ 
tion phone number. 

Both the website 
changes and the new hot¬ 
line are aimed at improv¬ 
ing service to residents, 
explained town mayor 
Brian Wittal. 

“One thing we’re trying 
to focus on is customer 
service, trying to make 
sure that we respond to 
concerns in an appropri¬ 
ate [amount of] time,” he 
said. 

New features of the 
newly revamped 

www.didsbury.ca website 
includes a current weath¬ 
er and a community cal¬ 
endar. 

Furthermore, by the 
summertime, the site will 
have the capability to 
accept online payments, 
allowing residents to pay 
for utilities, dog licences 
and other expenses 
online. 

This capability will be 
possible because the 
redesigned site was devel¬ 
oped by the same compa¬ 
ny that provides the 


town’s financial software, 
Edmonton-based Bellamy 
Software. 

Town council first 
determined the need for a 
more interactive website 
early in 2008. 

The question at that 
time was “what can we do 
to our website to help 
provide better services to 
residents who like to pay 
their bills online, access 
their own information for 
taxes and different 
things?" said Wittal. 

“We were working on 
expanding Didsbury with 
the annexation and all 
kinds of progression, so 
we felt that a new website 
was a piece of that,” 
noted community servic¬ 
es coordinator Nicole 
Aasen. 

“It was a lot of hard 
work from the employees 
and the different depart¬ 
ments that were con¬ 
tributing to it and we’re 
really excited to have it 
up and running." 

In addition to the modi¬ 
fied website, the town has 
introduced a new infor¬ 
mation hotline, 403-335- 
2030, that residents can 
call with concerns or 
inquiries about anything 
from garbage pickup to 


bylaw-related issues. 

Residents were first 
introduced to the new 
phone number via a letter 
they received with their 
last utility bill. 

“It’s been in the works 
for a while but it’s just 
finally been launched,” 
said town communica¬ 
tions assistant Stefanie 
Halfyard, who will be 
overseeing the new infor¬ 
mation line for the time 
being. 

The new line will allow 
concerns to go directly 
from residents to the 
appropriate department 
for follow-up, thus reduc¬ 
ing the risk of the com¬ 
ments being lost or mis¬ 
placed. 

The goal is to “make 
sure that any issues or 
concerns are being 
addressed...and followed 
up [as well as] to make 
sure that the resident 
knows what the conclu¬ 
sion to that was and if 
they are happy with what 
was done," Wittal said. 

Both the new website 
and routing calls through 
the information hotline 
will allow the front-desk 
administrative staff to 
work more efficiently, he 
added.

Didabury Review 

After splitting the past 
seven months between his 
home and the hospital 
undergoing chemotherapy 
treatments, Didsbury’s 
Cody Dolan is eager to get 
back to school. 

The 1 . 3 -year-old West glen 
School Grade 8 student, 
who was diagnosed in 
August with osteosarcoma, 
a common type of bone 
cancer, said last Thursday 
that he is feeling “good" and 
misses hanging out with his 
friends. 

The days following 
Cody’s initial diagnosis in 
October were particularly 
hard for the family, recalls 
his mother, Terry. 

“It seems like when he 
was first diagnosed we 
were always in hospital 
because he had a couple of 
complications,” she says. 
“Just hospitals, that’s all 
you do, and then you come 
home and it’s like, ‘Oh, this 
is real now.’” 

Although Cody’s leg had 
to be amputated as part of 
the treatment to remove the 
cancer, tests conducted fol¬ 
lowing the operation indi¬ 
cated that he is now 100 per 
cent cancer-free. 

He then began the 
chemotherapy treatments, 
which he has now nearly 
completed. 

However, he will contin¬ 
ue to have follow-up tests 
to monitor his recovery as 
well as determine any side 
effects from the treatments. 

In addition, Cody will 
continue doing physiother¬ 
apy and is scheduled to 
receive a new prosthetic leg 
soon. 

“It’s been kind of like a 
whirlwind," Terry says of 
the ongoing treatment 
process. 

“We’re home for a couple 
days and we go back for 
four or five and it’s just kind 


of tough some days, pretty 
good other days.” 

However, the outpouring 
of financial and emotional 
support from the communi¬ 
ty has been a big help, she 
adds. 

Several fundraisers have 
been held in the area to 
help offset Cody’s medical 
costs, including a gala at 
the Olds Boston Pizza and a 
benefit event at Westglen 
School in November. 

“The community’s really 
been behind us a lot. I don’t 
think we’d be where we are 
today without them,” says 
Terry. “You’re not going to

find that in the hig cities, 
that’s for sure.” 

For his part, Cody is 
doing well and seems to be 
taking everything more or 
less in stride, Terry notes. 

“Some days he has an off 
day but most days he’s pret¬ 
ty good... 

All the people are amazed 
at him.” 

In preparation for his 
return to school, Cody has 
been studying some sub¬ 
jects to stay more or less 
caught up with his 
classmates and is eager to 
rejoin them soon. 

In fact, if everything goes 
according to schedule, he 
could return as soon as 
mid-April, starting with half 
days and progressing to full 
days in May or June, if the 
doctors permit it. 

“He’s getting sick of 
always being home and in 
the hospital and stuff," says 
Terry. “Now that he sees the 
end, he’s more optimistic.”

The laughter of about 300 people filled Carstairs 
Community Hall last Saturday night as Theatre 
Didsbury performed its most reeent production, 

“First Things First." 

The play, a British situational comedy, revolves 
around two close friends, Pete (played by Gary 
Edwards) and George (Derek Lewis.) Pete has mar¬ 
ried his second wife, Sarah (Sydnie Gilbert) after 
believing that his first wife Jessica, has been killed in 
a climbing accident. 

However, Jessica (Sue Kary) is still very much alive 
and one day suddenly returns home. Hilarity ensues 
as George and Pete try desperately to keep both 
wives happy as well as 
pacify Jessica’s formida¬ 
ble mother, Margot 
(Wanda Braybrook.)

Theatre Didsbury was 
the brainchild of Lewis, 

Rick Phillips Sr. and Curt 
Engel. Eventually, AG 
Foods produce manager 
Tony Sylvestre also 
became involved. 

It all began when the 

members of the Didsbury Figure Skating Club decid¬ 
ed that they wanted to have a unique fundraising 
activity and settled on a murder mystery. 

“For whatever reason they asked me to direct it,” 
recalls Lewis with a laugh. Although he has been 
acting in community theatre for more than 30 years, 
he had not directed a production until that point. 

Nevertheless, the play was a success and led to the 
formation of Theatre Didsbury, which now has a core 
group of about a dozen actors, mostly hailing from 
Mountain View County. 

In the past, which play the group would stage next 
was chosen by committee. 


However, “in the last three years, it’s been a com¬ 
mittee of one: me,” Lewis chuckles. 

After reviewing many scripts of comedic plays, he 
selects one that does not require a large amount of 
actors. 

Once the script and actors are in place - usually in 
September - the group begins rehearsing at Rosebud 
Hall for between two and two-and-a-half hours two or 
three times per week. 

“It’s a huge commitment,” says Lewis. “This sea¬ 
son... we had a lot of trouble getting our rehearsals 
going because of a late harvest." 

Live auditions are rarely held, but Lewis says that

he welcomes any aspiring actor who is willing to sac¬ 
rifice his or her time and be a team player to give him 
a call at 403 - 335 - 4777 . 

However, attention-seeking showboaters need not 
apply. 

“I have no time for prima donnas," warns Lewis. 

Costs to stage a production are kept to a minimum, 
as the group uses no elaborate sets, only a simple 
black drape for a background and whatever props are 
necessary to establish the scene. 

“A lot is left to the audience’s imagination,” Lewis 
notes, adding that this approach also gives the pro¬ 
duction a cleaner, more modern feel. 

Costumes are also a low-budget affair, as most are 
either donated or purchased from thrift stores or 
Value Village. 

To further reduce expenses, all of the drapes, props 
and costumes are stored in a spare garage lent to the 
group by a Didsbury homeowner. 

The drapes, which typically last three to four sea¬ 
sons, are by far the group’s largest investment. 

“I was astounded by what I had to pay,” says Lewis, 
who recently had to purchase a new set. “They’re not 
cheap, but we’ve got to have them.” 

Theatre Didsbury will occasionally put on a private 
show for people who just want an evening’s entertain¬ 
ment, but most of their plays are staged as fundrais¬ 
ers for various community groups such as agricultur¬ 
al societies and Lions clubs. 

Last Saturday night’s play benefited the Hugh 
Sutherland School grad committee. 

The group’s last showing of this season will be in 
Bentley on Apr. 18 . 

Because many of the performers and audience 
members are farmers, “we don’t like to go beyond end 
of April, because that’s when seeding starts," Lewis 
explains. 

“At the end of the run, we’re glad it’s over, but at the 
same time it’s bittersweet.” 

The plays are as much a release for the actors as 
they are an amusement for the audience, says Lewis, 
noting that cast members typically only make enough 
to cover their expenses. 

“We try to come up with a funnier [play] every 
year...We all get a kick out of it, otherwise we 
wouldn’t do it."

Should Canada lower the 
blood-alcohol limit?

In aii effort to take a tougher stance on crime, the 
House of Commons Justice Committee is considering 
lowering the blood alcohol level from 80 milligrams to 50 
milligrams of alcohol per 100 millilitres of blood. 

Well, what can 1 say except that it’s about time the gov¬ 
ernment is considering taking an even tougher stance on 
drunk driving. 

According to a 2005 report issued by Transport Canada, 
just under 40 per cent of the drivers killed in motor vehi¬ 
cle collisions in the country were found to have been 
drinking. About 8 per cent had between 1 and 8 mil¬ 
ligrams of alcohol per 100 millilitres of blood, while about 
18 per cent of those killed had between 80 and 160 mil¬ 
ligrams. 

Of course, the majority of deaths were the result of driv¬ 
ers that had greater than 160 milligrams of alcohol, but it 
still stands that almost half of all collision deaths were 
from drivers with blood alcohol content between 1 and 
160 milligrams. 

The Canada Safety Council has stated it opposes the 
move because lowering the limit will cause more delays 
in the criminal justice system because there will be a larg¬ 
er influx of incidents across the country. 

I’ve always firmly believed in a very well known and 
simple principle: better safe than sorry. 

By lowering the limit drivers will be less likely to think, 
“Well, OK, one more couldn’t hurt.” Furthermore, it will 
force more people to consider taking a taxi or riding with 
a friend when they head down to the local watering hole. 

Under existing provisions, a person weighing 150 
pounds (68 kilograms) could reach the legal limit after 
consuming about 2.7 bottles of beer in an hour. If the limit 
was lowered to 50 milligrams, than 1.7 bottles could des¬ 
ignate someone of equal weight as being legally impaired. 

I bet that would make many people think twice before 
cracking open that third bottle of beer. 

Two years ago a few college classmates and I went 
down to the local Boston Pizza for a beer shortly after 
lunch. 1 had a single rye and Coke during my two and a 
half hour stay. The others, well, they downed about six 
pitchers of beer—how many they had after I left is any¬ 
body's guess. 

The next day one of those students was bragging to his 
friends about how he was able to drive from the restau¬ 
rant all the way to his house on the other side of the city 
(about a 15 minute drive) without getting caught or crash¬ 
ing his car. 

There’s only so much we can do to deter people from 
driving drunk, and no matter how low you put the limit 
there will always be those who reoffend and who will 
continue to drink and drive, but I’m a firm believer that 
most people just need a wake-up call to smarten them up. 

lowering the limit is just another step in knocking the 
message into the minds of Canadians. 

I would rather have the courts have to deal with an 
increase in drunk driving cases knowing more people are 
going to be punished for their reckless disregard for other 
peoples' lives, than allow those same people to hit the 
road and possibly kill someone. 

Better safe than sorry.

Reducing the legal blood-alcohol limit from 80 mil¬ 
ligrams per cent down to 50 - as recently considered 
in the House of Commons - would be an egregious 
waste of both the court’s time and taxpayers’ money. 

First off, it would put an even greater strain on an 
already overburdened justice system by making 
criminals out of decent, law-abiding people who 
know are responsible enough to stay within the cur¬ 
rent limits. 

To be sure, driving while intoxicated to any degree 
is a poor decision. However, painting all drunk driv¬ 
ers with the same brush isn’t the solution. 

The driver who weaves all over the road on the 
QEII Highway with a blood-alcohol level of 100 mg 
per cent should be dealt with much more severely 
than someone driving safely who is pulled over at a 
checkstop in downtown Didsbury and found to have 
a blood-alcohol level of only 50 mg per cent. 

1 agree with former Canada Safety Council (CSC) 
president Emile Therien, who recently remarked that 
“public safety is best served by dealing with drivers 
whose blood alcohol is below 80 outside the 
Criminal Code.” 

The last thing I want to see is the docket of the 


Didsbury Provincial Court cluttered with unneces¬ 
sary drunk driving cases. 

Those in the legal system seem to agree; in fact, a 
recent CSC survey of crown prosecutors and defence 
counsels found impaired driving cases are taking 
longer and longer to process, while convictions can 
take up to a year or more. 

This is largely because many people will battle 
hard against being convicted of an impaired driving 
charge to try to avoid receiving a criminal record. 

“Outside the Criminal Code, consequences are 
much more sure and immediate, which creates a 
much more effective deterrent," noted Therien. 

Not only does delaying a verdict mean that accused 
drivers have the opportunity to get back on the road 
and re-offend, but it also affects taxpayers in this 
county by increasing the workload of the court’s 
legal aid lawyer, whose services are provided free of 
charge and funded through tax dollars. 

Most significantly, however, the courts would be 
prevented from administering rehabilitation meas¬ 
ures meant to get alcoholics who habitually drive 
while intoxicated off the road and into appropriate 
treatment programs. 

I think a 45-day driving ban, with no criminal 
record as recently proposed by Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving, would be a sufficient penalty and be 
a satisfactory deterrent. 

At the end of the day, the sobering fact of the mat¬ 
ter is that the punishment must fit the crime.

Carbon dioxide is not the enemy 


I am from the silent 
majority who think that 
C02 is not the bad actor 
(hat the "green" people try 
to tell us. Plants require 
C02 to grow. Whether you 
lielieve it or not the 
following applies: 

Regarding the recovery 
of C02 from the tarsands, 
this is a total waste of 
energy. The (’02 emitted 
from the tarsands is 
exhaust from heaters, 
boilers and engines. 

To remove C02, the 
exhaust gases must be 


collected, cooled and com¬ 
pressed. Tlie CC2 would 
then be concentrated with 
a chemical process, which 
will produce a high con¬ 
centration of C02 in a wet 
low-pressure stream. Tills 
stream would then have to 
be compressed and 
dehydrated and pipelined 
to injection wells. 

Since wet C02 is 
corrosive, a lot of 
expensive stainless steel 
equipment is required. All 
of these processes require 
a lot of energy. Electricity 


is a clean energy source 
that could lie used for 
muc h of this. 

Since most of Alberta 's 
electricity is generated 
with coal or natural gas we 
have a problem. In reality, 
for every tonne of C02 dis¬ 
posed of from the tar 
sands we will exhaust a 
similar amount of ( 02 
from the* generating sta¬ 
tions in Alberta. All we un¬ 
doing is changing the (’02 
emission points with mini¬ 
mal (if any) reduction in 
the C02 volume put into 


the atmosphere. 

What a waste of energy 
and our provincial 
government is not going to 
cut this sjH-nding when the 
bigger problem at the 
tarsand is water! 

Do 1 have any experience 
in this field? As an engi¬ 
neer, I have worked at and 
around sour gas plants for 
more than 35 years. 1 have 
some experience with the 
Weybum C02 flood and the 
Harmattan C02 injection

Bylaw Comer - Prohibition of Fireworks Bylaw 

The prohibition of fireworks bylaw was enacted to give law enforce¬ 
ment in the community to deal with issues surrounding the inappro¬ 
priate use of fireworks. People were complaining about being woken 
up in the middle of the night and thought they were being woken by 
gun shots. 

This issue was more than a noise bylaw issue since it made people 
afraid. A large truck operating in a residential area at night would be 
considered an annoyance and this issue is more than that. Council 
decided to enact this fireworks bylaw prohibiting the possession and 
use of fireworks within the Town limits without a permit from the Fire 
Chief. The penalties for violating the provisions of this bylaw range 
from $54 to $432. It is understood that people will want to use fire¬ 
works for legitimate reasons. For those people wishing to, they can 
get a permit through the Town Office from the Fire Chief.

Stenhouse, with the Foothills Research 
Institute Grizzly Bear Program, said the 
latest statistics (from 2005) indicate there 
are 46 bears in the west country between 
Highway 11 and Highway 1, representing 
a density of 5.25 per square 1,000 kilome¬ 
tres. 

“We face a serious management chal¬ 
lenge, but grizzly bear populations can 


“We tend to focus a lot on industry 
when we talk about bear habitats and 
impacts, but we don’t tend to focus as 
much on some of the recreation pres¬ 
sures that are taking place in Alberta. 
Ultimately we have to decide if we want 
grizzly bears on the landscape." 

Grizzly poaching a 
problem 

Jamie Bruha, with the province’s 
Grizzly Bear Recovery Plan and Access 
Implications program also spoke. 

He said poaching of bears along road¬ 
ways is an ongoing problem across 
Alberta. 

The grizzly bear recovery plan strate¬ 
gies include reducing mortality by 
restricting access to habitat areas, 


bear areas, educating hunters, enhancing 
the application and content of BearSmart 
programs, and implementing traffic con¬ 
trol measures in high-risk areas.

• The fee on 4 litre containers would increase from 50C to 75C 

• The fee on 19 litre containers would increase from $1 to $2

With the Canadian

Tanya Sander, public 
health dietician with the 
David Thompson Health 
Region, says there are 
things to look for and 
things to look out for when 
it comes to any diet 
program.

“We aim for a weight loss 
goal of no more than two 
pounds a week for adults, 
no really fast weight loss 
ideas," said Sander. 

A second key thing to 
look for is a nutritionally 
balanced diet that includes 
all four food groups - veg¬ 
etable and fruits, grains, 
milk and alternatives, and 
meat and alternatives. 

A good plan should also 
include regular physical 
activity, she said. 

“We recommend 30 to 60 
minutes of regular activity 
for adults. We would 
encourage either walking 
or some other activity. It 
doesn’t have to be a specif¬ 
ic activity, just one that gets 
you out there being active. 
And it doesn’t have to be 
one that costs,” she said. 

The program should also 
include what she calls 
‘long-term, realistic lifestyle 
changes.' 

“And that’s not the quick- 
fix fad diets,” she said. 

Things lo avoid in a diet 
plan include one that calls 
for overly low calorie 
intake. 

“If you are restricting 
food and you are not get¬ 
ting adequate nutrient 
intake it can lead to nutri¬ 
ent deficiencies. That’s why 


we encourage the balanced 
diet,” she said. 

Any weight-loss company 
that is trying to sell you a 
product or products should 
also be avoided, she said. 

“We aim for a 
weight loss goal

“They might be making 
commissions off that and 
they really shouldn't be try¬ 
ing to sell you anything," 
she said.

“Through that we offer 
approved sessions based 
on healthy lifestyles. That’s 
based on a doctor’s referral, 
so they are booked into the 
program through doctor’s 
referral. They can always 
make an appointment with 
a doctor and take it from 
there,” she said.

In its latest editorial 
published in its Journal 
magazine, the CMA said the 
multi-billion weight-loss 
industry is a “morass of 
fantastical claims of 
products and programs 
promising quick, easy, long- 
lasting results." 

“Although experts agree 
that obesity management 
requires long-term behav¬ 
ioural, medical or surgical 
intervention, the majority 
of commercial weight-loss 
providers manipulate vul¬ 
nerable consumers with 
impunity, cultivating unre¬ 
alistic expectations and 
false beliefs," the ( MA said. 

“Failure to impose and 
enforce penalties for false 
or misleading weight-loss 


claims results in a major 
public health hazard. Not 
only are patients being 
swindled, but it is also 
reasonable lo assume 
that those who have 
had multiple failed 
attempts at fraudulent 
programs are less likely to 
engage in evidence-based 
approaches.” 

The CMA is calling on 
governments to require for¬ 
mal accreditation of 
weight-loss providers lo 
ensure quality and to pro¬ 
vide consumers with an 
easily recognizable means 
of identifying evidence- 
based services. 

As well, the CMA says 
governments must pass leg¬ 
islation to subject weight- 
loss products to regulatory 
approval before they can be 
marketed, as has recently 
been proposed for other 
therapeutic products not 
presently covered by 
current drug-approval 
regulations. 

“This would give health 
and drug directorates the 
power to require manufac¬ 
turers of weight-loss sup¬ 
plements to substantiate 
their claims scientifically 
and eliminate the lure of 
"weight-loss in a bottle" 
scams,” said the CMA.

‘Free’ education can prove expensive

As a boy I used to love listening 
to my grandmother recount tales 
from her childhood in the late 
1800s. She was the oldest of eight 
children and consequently had to 
spend much of her early years 
helping to look after her younger 
siblings. This meant that she did 
not often go to school. When she did, it was to a 
place run by an old lady who charged a penny a day 
per pupil. (I later learned in some education course I 
did that these were called “Dame Schools”.) 
Grandmother said that the old lady seemed to spend 
most of her time sleeping and that the only thing she 
remembers learning about was the Great Wall of 
China. Somewhere along the line she did learn to 
read and write, though her handwriting, even as an 
old lady, was large and rounded like that of a child. 

It’s a great example of “user-pay” or “pay-as-you- 
go,” terms that we are increasingly familiar with. By 
the time my parents were ready for school, govern¬ 
ments had twigged to the benefits of having a literate, 
obedient workforce, and an informed citizenry. 
Universal, compulsory, free education was the order 
of the day even if for most students it ended at Grade 
8 and focused on the basics. “No frills" is a good 
description, although my Dad could always put me to

shame with his mental arithmetic abilities; a skill 
taught then I presume as an requirement to be a pro¬ 
ficient shop clerk or to check change in a pre-calcu¬ 
lator age. 

All this came to mind recently after I had attended 
a school council meeting at Westglen School. The 
topic of fundraising, in this case the magazine sales, 
was brought up by one of the parents. He was also 
curious as to what the money was used for and if it 
was enough. It also coincided with a recent ski trip 
by Westglen students that was subsidized financially 
by the Israelson family in memory of Sharon, who 
loved this event. 

Principal Jeff Thompson explained that there are a 
number of activities at school - things like the ski 
trip, sports teams with their competitions, and spe¬ 
cial guest speakers whose talks generally have an 
inspiring message, that are not necessarily funded by 
the school budget. Yet these are the very things that 
for most students make school memorable and spe¬ 
cial. Students are asked to pay towards these events 
and some of the expense is covered out of the 
fundraising. In some cases of need the cost is cov¬ 
ered entirely by the fundraising budget, so allowing 
less fortunate students to participate. 

Parents know that having a child, and more espe¬ 
cially children, in school, can be expensive. Besides 
the ongoing “activity” expenses throughout the year 
mentioned previously, there are school fees, materi¬ 
als like scribblers and pencil crayons, (and nowadays 
probably a computer at home), special clothes for 
courses like band and Phys. Ed., and school pictures. 

In high school, the extra costs can climb quickly. 
Let’s take Joe as a hypothetical Grade 11 student. 
This year Joe is taking some shop courses and will be 
making several big projects to take home. He will 
have to pay for the materials since they are not cov¬ 
ered by the basic school fee. 

He's also been in band since middle school and 
recently decided to upgrade his trombone, a cost he 
and his family will have to hear. The high school 
band is taking an out of province trip this year which 
may cost him in the hundreds of dollars, some of 
which he may be able to cover through working in 
fundraising events. 

He’s a popular student and would like to purchase 
school themed merchandise offered by outside ven¬ 
dors; jewelery, school jackets, and of course the year¬ 
book, are the most common things for sale. Next 
year he’ll be graduating and for now we don’t even 
want to think of the expense involved. It’s a good 
thing that he has a part-time job at the service station. 

With the current economic woes I wonder how 
much of the “extracurricular” part of school will be 
adversely affected. Education is free in the sense 
that there is no direct charge to parents for instruc¬ 
tional or “custodial” services but associated school 
activities can put quite a hole in the household budg¬ 
et. On the other hand, you get what you pay for. That 
penny a day for my grandmother looks very cheap, 
and that’s just what kind of education she had.
